“On the morninz of the Tth iust., a
sgentleman from a neighboring river town
arrived at the Wyandotte cave all equipped
with ropes, cte., to sce sume of the mys-
teries of the unexplored part of the Wyan
dotte. On the 8th inst. he started with
guide and several couple from New Albany,
among whom was Miss Letitie C, Gebhartg
to make diseoveries in the *old eave.’
They at once went to a place that had
bafiled all the daring explorers. The ropes
were Lied about the gentleman, and beiovre
the preparations were finished for Lim (o
start down into the dreadtal lookine hole,
his nerve failed him and he refused to go,
whereupon the above named lady stepped |
forward and requested to be let down
by the rope. It so astonished the
crowd at dirst that they refusod to let her
o, bat upon her insisting, she was made
ready for thie descent.  She was farpished
with eandles, and started down in the pit.
After several minutes she -sent  word
back tolet her have more rope so as to
miake an exploration of the room she
was in, aud in a few minutes retarnad
and sent the rope up for some
of the rest to come down. This
new discovery is said to be the graud-
est part of the cave, and at the same time
one of the most dangerous looking places
to be seen, and this feat attempted by Miss
Giebhart is ennsidered by the manager and
rruides to have shown more pluck and cool
bravery than in any discovery that has
heretofore been made. The following is
Lo be found in the register at the cave :

* *Wyandotte Cave, June 8, 1881, Miss
Letitia E. Gebhart, of New Albany, Ind.,
was the first lady with pluck enough to
descend into the pit fifty feet below the
level of the old cave. On account of the
dangerous opening and the daring required
to attempt the feat, priviloge has been ac-
corded her of naming the place. She has
bestowed upon it the title of * Gebhart's
Court.” She also discovered the Bull
Dog’s llead, in the lone route, on the 9th
of June, 1881, "

““The exploring paty cousisted of Mr.
Geo. Trunk, Mr. J. H. Cardwell, and
Misses L., E. Gebhart, C. C. Smith, Lizzie
Pierson, and Rush Thornburg, guide, and
the Rockport man who lacked nerve to
make the descent.”
